GRESS. 


Its Origin and Infiaence—The Ceore 
gin State Agricultural Bureau—tIts 
Iieneficial Effects—Great Saving to 
the Farmers—An Exampic to be 
Imitated—the Financial Problem 
—Kesolutions and Speech of Col. 
Wim. Johnston, &c., &c. 


The Congress convened at 9o'clock, 
President Butler in the Chair. 
Prayer by the Rev. Mr. Hunt, of 
North Carolina. 
On motion of Col. Holt, Judge 


J.T. Jones, of Arkansas, and Dr. W. 


Maxwell, of Tennessee, were added 
to the Committee on Finance. 

The following additional delegates 
reported : W. B. Meares, and Dr. 
Columbus Mills, of North Carolina, 
and Thomas Taylor, of South Caro- 
lina. 

The question of information in re- 
gard to the establishment of Agricul- 
tual Bureaus inthe severai States, 
was censidered, and Judge Jones, of 


Arkansas, addressed the Congress | 


on thesubjeet. Hestated thata sub 
committee of the National Grange 
had been appointed tuo mature a 
plan to be submitted to the sub- 
Granges for their consideration. 
Judge Jones them read the follow - 


ing dispatch from the agent of the

Dr. Maxwell, of Tennessee, offered 
the following resolution, which was 
udopted : 

Resolved, That a conmmittee be ap- 
pointed to eonsider the proposals 
sent to the co-operators of the United 
States by the co-operators in Cireat 
Britain, through the Hon. ‘thos. D. 
Worrell as managing director of the 
Mississippi Valley) Trading Com- 
pany, and that said commiitee be 
requested to report at the present 

Messrs. Maxwell, of Tennessee, 
Jones, of Arkansas, and Janes, of 
Cieorgia, were made said commit- 
tec. 

Qn motion of Col. Shankland, the 
President of the Cougress was added 
to said committee. 

Col. Holt, of North Carolina, offer- 
ed the following resolutions : 

Whereas, The Legislature of Geor- 
yin has established a State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture; and 

Whereas, The wisdom of such 
policy has been demonstrated by the 
great value of the work already ac- 
complished by said Department, «l- 
though less than one year has elapsed 
since its establishment; and 

Whereas, Theinformation furnish- 
ed the planters of Georgia by the 
Conimissioner of Agriculture in his 
circulars on fertilizers, labor, &c., is 
of inealeulable value to agriculturists 
of the whole South; and 

W heress, Similarinformation path- 
ered in each of the other Southern 
States would enable the planters of 
the South to forecast the price of their 
staples and save annually millions of 
dollars ; therefore 

Resolved 1, That the delegates of 
this Congress be and are hereby re- 
quested to urge the Legislatures of 
their respective States to follow the 
precedent so wisely established by 
their sister State of Geo; gia. 

Resolved, That the Seeretary be 
and is hereby instructed to forward 
a copy of the above preamble and res- 
olution to the Cominissioner of Ag- 
riculture of Georgia and tothe Kxe- 
each of the Southern 
states. 

Dr. Janes, of Georgia, by request 
spoke to the resolutions. He 
more accustomed to work than to 
speak. The Georgia State Agricul- 
tural Society, was established = in 
1846, the Patrons of Husbandry in 
ISTZ. Both of those orders have done 
HKoth approved the establish- 
montofa Department of Agriculture. 
In the Agricultural Convention 
requested the Legislature to estab- 
lish a Department of Agriculture for 
the State. The Legislature passed 
the act in 1S74 to create this depart- 
ment. This Commissioner was ap- 
pointed soon afterward, who has the 
superintendance of the agriculture of 
the State toa Jarge extent. $10,000 
were appropriated by the Legislature 
for the expenses of this department, 
In taking charge he had experienced 
great difficulty, having mo prece- 
dents to guide him. ‘The great 
points brfore them was the improve- 
ment and elevation of agricuiture 
nnd the estimation of the true valua- 
tion of fertilizers. The farmers of 
the State were well nigh bankrupt 
from the use of improper fertilizers. 
The obtaining of agricultural statis- 
tics wasalso in his depar'ment; the 
geological survey of the State and 
the chemical examination of the soil 
were also under his supervision.— 
Assistants for those branches were 
appointed. A catechism pertaining 


to the growing crops and the labor 


used were sent to all the farmers.— 
Answers were sent to his depart- 
ment, and a verdict from this jury 
was published. This report brought 
out the fact that the laborof the State 
was not self-sustaining. |The fer- 
tilizers being used were fast ru- 
ining the State. could 
not immediately enter upon 
vigorous exercise of the authority 
given him to remedy this evil. He 
now has the matter under his con- 
trol. Labor isimproving. No guane 
can be sold in Georgia without his 


| consent, and after a careful analysis 


by the State Chemist. The commis- 
sioner also requires that 500 pounds 
ofevery distinet brand introduced in- 
to the State be furnished him for pracr 
tical test to ascertain the amount of 
plant food if contains. Thedepartment 
has adopted rules for this guano test 
and expect good results. The 
adopted is very much like that of 
George Ville, the chemical and soi 
test being combined. 

Cieorgia spends $5,000,000 for guano, 
In 1873 by an indiscriminate use of 


fertilizers the State suffered 
greatly, many of =iher best 
farmers verging upon bankruptcy. 
The depariment, he thought, 
would save to the State this year 
£2,000,000, 


Ile was also engaged in collecting 
facts relating to all the material in- 
terests of the State whieh were ecom- 
piled. The system employed for 
this was like that used in) Engiand. 
The State Geologist had two corps in 
different parts of the State examin- 
ingand reporting upon the soil. 
Sheep husbandry was a specialty in 
his department. A pound of wool 
could be rnised as cheap as a pound 
of cotton. The department — re- 
ceives replies from the best) farmers 
of the State on the loth of every 
month relating to the erops and la- 


bor. His department never acts in 
the interest of Bulls and Beurs, 
nnd he hoped the day was not 


far distant when similar departments 
would be established in all the 
Southern States. The department 
had benetitted the labor systema of 
Cseorgia by pointing out the detects 
therein. He closed by passing a 
compliment to the Stateof North 
Carolina. 

Capt. James R, Thigpen, of North 
Carolina, suggested less cotton. La- 
bor was controlled in his country by 
eorn and fodder; a plenty of corn 
being raised by the planter comman- 
ded labor. Large ereps of cotton 
created a demand for labor. Shorter 
time and less labor was required to 
raise cereals. By raising these latter 
the farmer could become indepen- 
dent of labor. Would like to see 
the Bureau of Avriculture establish- 
ed in this State. 

Capt. Thigpen, in response to an 
inquiry said that hesold corn, oats, 
grass and fodder. Edgeeombe coun- 
ty Was shipping corn—work was the 
great motive power. 

The resolutions were then 
ed, 

Capt. Paine, of Georgia, then made 
astatementof the affairs of the Direct 
Trade Uuion. This Union was form- 
ed to benelit farmers. The Commis- 
stxn Merchants had established 
charges enormousand unjust. The 
object of this Union was to prevent 
those charges and to protect the far- 
mers against allimpositions. It was 
organized on the 2ud of April, S74, 
Nobody hadstock in it except the 
Patrons of Ilusbandry. This was 
done to prevent capitalists gaining 
ecoutrol of the enterprise. The Union 
first ussisted the farmer buying 


adopt- 


bagging and ties, Which were dis- 
tributed throuxshout the State. The 


fell two cents per yard im- 
mediately after the establishment of 
the direct Trade Union. 
system and the guano sales bring the 
cotuon into market sooner than it 
otherwise would deo. The Union 
therefore determined tosend anAgent 
to Liverpool and thus enable planters 
to hold their cotton and at the same 
time let the farmers have their mon- 
ey. Col. Lawton, of Charleston, &. 
C., Was sert as agent. Money ar- 
rangements were made in En- 
giand, and advanced at per 
eent. The advance in gold had been 
very detrimental to the company, for 
while the advance in gold putup the 
price of votton in this country it: did 
not advanee it in England. Col. 
Lawton had mistaken the needs o f 
the planter and retained the sales of 
the cotton until ali the shipments 
had been sold. The sales for ship- 
persin Georgia and ‘Tennessee had 


given universal satisfaction, In 
the cities the cotton buyers 
were always in combination, and 
would not overbid each other. In 


Atlanta cotton had advanced per 
eent. in one day rather than allow 
tle cotton te be shipped. Another 
of the great objects of the Union was 
the procuring Of supplies for the far- 
mer at reduced prices. 

At this juncture, as a special order, 
Capt. C. B. Denson, ef North Car- 
Olina, after a few pertinent re- 
marks pertaining to agricultural 
colleges and the department of prac- 
tfeal agriculture, read an essay on 
Agricultural Edueation by Dr, Jc. M. 
Pendleton, of Georgia, which was 
listened to with much attention. 

The consideration of Dr. Pendle- 
ton’s essay being before the Congress, 
Prof. Kerr, State Geologist, of North 
Carolina, addressed the Congress in 
an earnest and instructive manner, 
bringing forwar.l facts of the great- 
est importance concerning agricul- 
tural experiments and colleges. 

The discussion of the Direct Trade 
Union was then resumed. 

Capt. Paine stated that 5,000 bales 
of cotton had been shipped direct 
within the last twelve months. 

Col. Sims, of South Carolina, in- 
troduced the following resolution : 

Having heard the statement of the 
Secretary of the Direct Trade Union 
of Georgia, we believe it to be an 


agency capable of accomplishing the 
objects had in view, notwithstanding

with, and recommend .it to the con- 
sideration of the Cotton States. 


Capt. Alexander, of North Caroli- 
na, thought the Direct Trade Union 
agreat enterprise, but its manage- 
menthadshown some inefficiency 
on the part of some of its agents, and 
he wished this question considered 
more fully. 

Capt. Paine explained the difficul- 
ties under which the Union had la- 
bored, and thought whatever evil 
had existed had been corrected. 

Col. Wm. Johnston thought the 
Union had been of vast good to the 
Southern States, in the inerease of 
the price of cotton and the obtaining 
of money at 5 per cent, but he hoped 
the resolution Would be withdrawn 
until the workings of the Union had 
been more thoroughly perfected. He 
hoped the Union would be encour- 
aged untilit became an institution 
of power and great good in the 
South. 

Mr. Alexander moved the whole 
matter be referred to the committee 
on the co-operation movement. 
Adopted. 

Capt. Taylor, Master of the S. C. 
State Grange, read a letier from 8S. 
A. Pierce, of Columbia, S. C., pro- 
posing to test the matter of co-oper- 
ation in Columbia. Referred. 

Col. Johnson, of North Carolina, 
Chairman of the Committee to which 
had been referred the telegram from 
Messrs. Bryce and Stenhouse, of 
Cliarlotte, concerning the taxing of 
ten per cent. on other circulation 
tham National, made the following 
report: 


Whereas the people of the respec- 
Statesof this Union in pursu- 
nice of their constitutional and res- 
erved rights, enjoyed previous to the 
war the adyantages of a State system 
ot banking,under which the pros- 
perity and welfare of the people were 
greatly enhanced, and which systen: 
was found adequate to the financial 
requirements of the people and 
States: cud whereas, it is believed 
that the re-establishment ofsuch sys- 
tem would'tend very greatly to relieve 
the financial embarsments of the peo- 
ple ; ond whereas, by section ten, are- 
ticle one, of the constitution of the 
lL nitel States, it is provided that no 
Stateshall make anything but gold 
and silver in «a legal tender 
and by article ten of amend- 
nents to said Constitution it is 
provided that the ower not 
delegated to the United States 
by the constitution are reserved to 
the States respeetively, or to the peo- 
ple: and whereas, No power was ever 
delegated to the United States by 
either the State or by the people to 
make anything but gold and silver 
eoin a legal tender in payments of 


| debts: and whereas, the Congress of 


the United States has heretofore, by 
laws provided and put in cireulation 
asa neceesity of war, irredeemable 
paper cuirency, to the support of 
Which burdensome tax was levied 
npon the issnes of specie paying State 
tanks, resulting in the utter ruin and 
destruction of the State bank system 
(f{the country; aad wheres, the ne- 
cessity for the longer continuauce of 
such discriminating laws imposing 
this tax upon State banks no longer 
exists; therefore, 

te it resolved by this Congress: 
“hat the interest and prosperity of 
the people imperatively require that 
the Aets of Congress imposing such 
tux upon the issue of State banks in 
justice and right should be repealed. 

Resolved, That our Senators and 
Representatives in the Congress of 
the United States be requested to urge 
the passage by Congress of an Act 
repealing such tax. 

Resolved, Thatthe Secretary of this 
Conyress be and is hereby instructed 
to send copies of these resolutions to 
each Senator and Representative in 
Congress. 

JoHNston, Chairman. 


Col. Johnston supported the re- 
port with a forcible and clearly ar- 
gumentative speech, giving statistics 
of the banking system before the late 
war and since, He regards the pres- 
ent circulation of currency totally 
inadequate tothe wants of the peo- 
ple. 

Capt. Thigpen reported from the 
Committee on Constitution and By- 
Laws, Which was adopted.g 

The Constitution provides for the 
annual meeting of the Congress at 
such time and place as may be agreed 
upon, and the election of the follow- 
ing officers bi-ennally: A President 
trom eaeb eotton State,a Reeording 
and Corresponding Secretary and 
a ‘T'reasurer. The Congress to be 
composed of delegates appointed in 
this manner: Every Master of a State 
CGirange shall appoint three deiegates 
from each Congressional District and 
two from the State at large, with al- 
ternates, the State Agricultural So- 
cieties to make similar appointments, 

Theelection of officers under the 
new Constitution was proceeded 
with, resulting as follows : 


President—Col. D. E. Butler, of 
Ceorgia. 

Corresponding and Recording See- 
retary —Gol, J.D. Whitford, of North 
Carolina. 

Treasurer—Gol, R. M. Sims, of 
South Carolina. 


On motion of Mr. Mills, the Presi- 
dent of the Gongress was authorized 
to appoint the Vice-Presidents re§ 
quired under the Constitution. 

Col. Butler, on taking the chair as 
President, made some exceedingly 
happy remarks, He said he had 
rather be President of the Cotton 
States Congress than to be President 
of the United States. He loved the 
South, her institutions and her people, 
and it was with pleasuce he aided in 
this effort to help those with whom 
he had been raised and whose 
welfare was the dearest object of his 
heart. 

Adjourned until 4 oclock. .

Grangers and the Agricultural Socie- 
ties of the Southern States the im- 
portance and absolute propriety of 
producing an abundance of all arti- 
cles of prime necessity, which wes 
unanimously adopted. 

The Committee on they roper basis 
to unite commercial interests of tie 
Southern States and the States of the 
West and North-west reported that 
the South Atlantic States and all the 
Northwestern Statesshould be united 
to each other by the strongest ties of 
commercial interest, by reason of their 
diversity of climateand soil, each pro- 
dueing the prime articles of domestic 
necessity required by the other; that 
those urticles are bulky and heavy 
and require cheap transportation; 
that these two great sections of our 
common country are in closer prox- 
imity to each than any other extreme 
divisions of the country thatso much 
require each other’s productions; that 
the extreme poverty of the South 
Atlantie States from desolating war 
and the great ranges of the Apala- 
chian mountains lying between 
them and the Northwest interpose 
inseparable barriers to quick and 
cheap transportation and place the 
construction of such facilities of in- 
ter-conimunication beyond the reach 
of private enterprise. 

The following resolution was adop- 
ted:

THIRD ANNUAL MEETING OF 
THE STATE EDUCATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION. 


FIRST DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 


July 14th, 1875, 

The Association met in the Senate 
Chamber at li o’elock. 

Col. Pool moved that a committee 
of three be appointéd to wait upon 
His Excellency Gov. Brogden and 
inform him of the formal organiza- 
tion of the Association. 

The Hon. W. H. Battle, President 
calied the Association to order. 

The Chair appointed as such come 
mittee, Col. S. D. Pool, Hon, W. N. 
H. Smith, and the Rev. Dr. Atkin- 
son. 

The Governor was introdueed by 
Col. Pool in an appropriate address. 

Prayer was then offered by the 
Rev. Dr. Atkinson, after which Gov. 
Brogden delivered an address of 
welcome to the association in patri- 
otic and eloquent language. The ade 
dress is of such character that we 
will publish it in full. 

This address was most ably res- 
ponded toby the President of the 
Association. 

The minutes of the last annual 
meeting was then read and appro- 
ved, 

The Rev. Dr. Atkinson moved that 
his Exce!leney Gov, Brogden be re- 
corded as a member ofthis Associa- 
tion which was adopted and which 
called forth s feeling reply from his 
Exeellency. 

The Hon. W.N. H. Smith, from 
the Committee appointed to me- 
moriatize the Legislature, submitted 
a report, which was accepted without 
debate. 

Gen, Cox made a verbal repoi’ from 
the Executive Commit.ee which was 
also accepted without debate. 

Letiers were then read from popu- 
lar educators favoring the cause aud 
purposes of the Association, and ree 
gretting the inability of the writers 
to attend the meeting. 

On motion of Dr. Satchwell, the 
Association adjourned until 4 p. m. 

‘There was no afternoon session. 

Ats o'clock last night Major Robt. 
Bingham addressed the Convention 
upon the subject of education, Maj. 
Bingham is aforeible and practical 
speaker, and we propose speaking 
more at length of his remarks here- 
after.

WATER WAYS ANDRAUILWAYS. 

Among the objects which came 
up for diseussion before the Cotton 
Congress yesterday was the question 
of asking aid from the General Gov- 
ernment for the construction of 
ways for the increased facilities of 


communication between the regions 
of the West and the Atlantic const, 
through Southern territories. Wri- 
ting in anticipation of the discus- 
sion we are not prepared either to 
advocate or combat any arguments 
which may be advanced. 


But one thing will impress itself 
upon every Southern mind, and that 
is the obligation resting upon the 
Government to equalize its favors 
between the two sections, and to ad- 
mit the South to a share of those 
bounties which have been so lavishly 
showered upon the West and North- 
west, tending in their flow to the 
direct and exclusive benefit of the 
North, Land grants, subsidies, un- 
dorsement of bonds, have put in the 
power of those sections to put in 
operation the most gigantic and 
magnificent scheme of Internal Im- 
provements the world ever saw. The 
maps of the Western States are so 
interlaced with lines of railroads as 
almost to puzzle the eye tountangle 
the maze. It iscertain that without 
the aid of government, not one twen- 
tieth part of these works would have 
been constructed, or ever contem- 
plated. But that aid has opened up 
that section fifty years in advance of 
the time required by the eftect of 
reeniar causes—in many cases even 
in advance of public necessities, but 
stimulating by artificial means waste 
territory into the seats of empire, 
filling the wilderness with a teeming 
and active population, and bringing 
powerful States into existence by 
the magic influence of Government 
favoritism, 

The South is now recognized as 
an integral portion of this great 
country, in full sympathy w:th all its 
interests, unquestioned in its loyal- 
ty, bound to the fortunes of the re- 
public for weal or for wo, entitled to 
its protection, and rightfully claim- 
ing a fall participation in its favors. 


It puts in its claim for some share 


of that liberality which has been se 
happy in its effects upon the Weat. 
But it presents its claims at a time 
when the source from which that 
bounty was principally derived is 
practically dried up. The public 
lands no longer present them- 
selves an mexhaustible bank to honor 
every draft. The government must 
be asked for aid in another form. 
It must appropriate money. 

Is it improper to ask the Govern- 
ment to give the South an equiva- 
lent in money for what it has given 
the West in lands, out of a domain 
in which the South has an equal 
share? Wethink this will not be 
questioned, andthe government can 
very well divert, as a matter of jus- 
tice, to the development of Southern 
prosperity, some of those millions 
which are so freely squandered for 
partizan purposes or for sectional 
favoritism. And the Cotton Congress 
can reasonably press the claims of 
the South upon the Congress of the 
United States for the restoration, or 
rather the exercise of that impurtia- 
lity which should characterize a 
generous guardian of the common 
weal, 

As to which of the two forms 
in which this aid had best be applied, 
if obtained—whether to the opening 
up of Water Ways, by connecting 
the grand natural avenucs of the 
West with the less imposing water 
courses of the Atlantic coast by ar- 
tifical channels, or by railways, we 
think both reason and the principles 
of sound economy would point to 
the latter. The first presents obs- 
tacles of nature exceedingly difficult 
to surmount, and involving a vast 
expenditure of time and money, and 
when completed presenting lines 
very circuitous, subject to the eapric- 
es of weather, and the waste of time, 
that more than counterbalances the 
economy in freights. 7’ heotheroffers 
linesalready partially completed, and 
when completed, presenting asystem 
in which all the States of the South 
will share. A diverging point on 
the Virginia and Kast-Tennessee rail 
road can be found which will equally 
benefit Virginia, North and South 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama and 
Mississippi, thus making this 
mode a system in which all the 
States of the South have an interest, 
only affected by that competition 
which will arise among them to 
derive the most benefit from it.

Famine in Iceland, 

Mr. Kirfkr Magadsson, Sub-Libra- 
rian of the University Library, write 
to us from Cambridge: 

Iceland has this year been visite: 
by acalamity in the shape of a vol- 
ean.e eruption (in character and ex- 
tent almost ideetical with that of 
1783, which preved the death of 14,- 
OOOhuman beings), the inevitable 
consequence of which will be faniine 
and destruction of human life ona 
large scale unless timely aid should 
be fortheoming. A large number of 
the most prosperous country districts 
in the island was Iaid waste in the 
course of four hours last Easter Mon- 
day by being covered with scoriac - 
ous sand, pumice and volcanicashes, 
The inhabitants have had to fly for 
lifewith their stock into districts 
not vet affected. the pastures of which 
have been charitably placed at their 
disposal by the respective owners, 
but, being many times overstocked, 
they are beginning already to yield 
only famishing sustenance, In pri-

DEWVOCRATIC CENTRAH COM. 
MITTEE TO THE PEOPLE OF 
NORTIT CAROLINA, 


ROOMSOF THE DEMOCRATIC CON- 
SERVATIVERE CENT’L EX. Com., 
RALEIGH, June Ist, 

Zo the People of North Carolina : 


The General Assembly at its re- 
cent session ealled a Convention of 
the people to meet at Raleigh on the 
Hih day of September next, for the 
purpose of sugyesting such altera- 
tions in our organic Jaw as may be 
deemed wise and expedient. 

NECESSITY FOR CHANGE, 

Vhe necessity for changing many 
of the provisions of the existing Con- 
stitution is generally admitted, and is 
too apparent to require extended ar- 
gument. tis true that some of our 
prominent men abl one time opposed 
the eall fora convention ; but their 
action Was based on prudential COl- 
sideration, and not on an indisposi- 
tion to have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised. They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to reform our 
Fundamental Law, might be mis- 
construed by the violent and ill- 
informed men then controlling 
eress, and the prosperity of our peo- 
ple checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some barsh and 
unconstitutional action on the part 
of the United States authorities. 
That fear no longer exists. We now 
have every assurance that the 
Constitution of the Uaited States will 
ne observed by the officers of the 
Gjovernment,and feela satisfaction in 
announcing to youthat the time has 
at last arrived when the officials at 
Washington City concede that the 
people of North Carolina have the 
came right fo mpanage their loeal 
eoneerns Whieh the citizens of other 
States enjoy. We ean proceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it the 
interests of our 

THE CONSTITUTION, THE CREATURE 
OF MILITARY LAW. 


This Constitution, the creature of 
Military dictation, was born in’ the 
throes of a Military  reconstruc- 
fiom. Its authors were mainly 
Scjolists and adventurers, who had 
lived among us Without preferment, 
or possessed of qualitietions entitling 
to it; others Were our recent 
slaves, who had known no law save 
the will of their masters, and others 
fill were earpet-baggeis, both black 


and white-—ahen feeling and 
Radieal in education—who sought 


positions here that were denied them 
where known-—to despoil and hu- 
milinte us. And when their work 
to the people at the 


was submitted 
nolls, thousands of our best eltizens 


were deprived of the right of voting 
upon it, and over cighty thousand 
ignorant negroes were given the bal- 
lot to secure its adoption, It is no 
exaggeration to say that not one 
person in ten who voted for it could 
read the instrument, and not one in 
fifty had read it or was even moder- 
ately familiar with its) provisions, 
and many gave it their support 
beloiving it would be merely tempo- 
rary, and to escape further agitation 
and revolution. natural there- 
fore that a Constitution thus formed 
and adopted should be found unsuit- 
edt o our condition, and that we 
should embrace the earliest opportu. 
nity comsistent with reason and pru- 
denee to secure such changes as time 
and experience have shown to be 
necessary. Our organic law should 
be expressed in language clear, sim- 
pie ana persplcuous, so that nothing 
tuny be left to Inference or construc- 
tion: our Yights, so precisely defined 
4s to be ouapaenle’ by all men of 
ordinary intelligence: and each de- 
partment of the government should 
restricted, that while left freeto 
discharge its appropriate duties, it 
cannot by unwarranted encroache- 
ments embarrass the proper action of 
tlie others.

In tany counties, there is a practical dee 
nialof justice, the courts are thadequate 
tothe publie demands, and thus they are 
driven to resort to special terns, whichare 
expensiveand unsa isiactory, persons 
aceu- edot eriminal offenses often con- 
fined for months without trial, Weneeda 
speedier justice nnd a less expensive judi- 
Ciaty system, We should abolish every 
useiess Office, Which is now filied bya mere 
consumer; foronly by a rigid and prudent 
economy in our public as well es private 
uiiairs, can we hope to re-tore the state to 
prosperity. It ishelieved that the laws wiil 
oe more impartially administered by a re- 
turn to the old praetice of a rotation of the 
Judges, 

AMENDMENTS TO TILE CRIMINAL LAW NEC 
ESSARY, 

Jt hoped that a greater incentive 
to honesty and a purification of the ballot 
box might result from depriving those who 
are convieted of infamous crimes of the 
elective tranchise. 

The o atter ofthe Penitentiary which al- 
ready contains more than six hundred 
able dodied men, alsodemands carefal ana 
practical attention, to remove in some 
measure that bu .den from our shoulders, 
Most of our private legisiation shouid be 
exctuded from the General Assembly. 
However, our timited space does not per- 

nit us locate lo ue the numerous defects 
and imperfections of the present constitu

There should be some general ordinance 
siopted in lo private enactinents, 
tuereby reducing the expenses of the Lag- 

tule, and in order to prevent hasty and 
iheousiderate legisiation thal no new ma - 
ters be brought torward within —— days of 
their adjourning. 

CARFERULSELECTION OF DELEGATES, 


As tothe specific changes that ought to 
be made, these are to be considered by the 
otthe various counties, who should 
be caretul Loseleet as delegates those who 
will properly retiect their wishes. Men of 
ehlarge d and practical statesinanship, 
apoticss iuteurily, representatives of all 
classes of socieLy, and whose positions 
among them will entitle them their 
labors to confidence and = support — 
an lin theirhands they certainly can more 
safely confide their rights than in the Con- 
vention of 

METHODS OF CHANGE, 


Of the two methods prescribed for chang- 
ine the Constitution, that by legisiative 
enactment is expepbsive, uncertain and 
dangerous: the several amendments re- 
cently submitted to and ratified by the peo- 
ple encountered the greatest dimMentlties in 
iheir passage, and even after the will of 
tue people was declared in their favor by 
over 0,000 majotity, serious apprehensions 
were entertained asto whether they were 
properly adopted; again, legislators when 
possessed of qualifications for such duties, 
nre encumbered with numerous matters, 
and cannot brine that attention to each 
provision presented for consideration, 
without meeting such criticisms as may 
imperil their labors, 

The Convention method is speedy and 
economical, the body is composed only of 
the same number of members as 


com 
the House of Representatives, and ir 


minds are carected alone to constitutional 
reforms and their work may be completed 
anid ratified, if necessary, in six months, 
A* loexpenses that may be incurred, it is 
belleved they will b+ more than defrayed 
in ashort time by the reforms that will! be 
inangurated, 

The restrictions imposed by the Levisia- 
ture, fully and amply seeure the Home- 
stead, Mechanies Liew, Rights of married 
women, and Personal Liberty, and should 
quiet the tears of the most timid, for they 
are recognized as of binding eflieaev and 
are Cilefiy enjoyed by the friends of Con- 
stitutions! Reform. Indeed they were in- 
corporated tn the bill mainly to remove 
pirtizan clamor,and anticipate scrupulous 
agitation. ‘Ihey are not the property ofa 
ere party, but had their origin in the he- 
cessities of © vilized society and were found 
the statutes Of various States pro- 
Vieus to the war, 


QUALIFICATIONS OF DELEGATES, 

It is useless, howev r, to seek toquietthe 
inere caviller; the keen optics of some per- 
sousdefy all The mere feet thatthe 
honor of the best men in tue ate ts pleds- 
ed to their preservation, slonid sutistly 
every reasonable voter, This Convention 
is catied in pursuance of law, and each del- 
eygate before “he shall be permitted Lo sit, 
10 be entiticd toa seat in said Convention 
of act us » delegat« thereto,” shall swear to 
observe these “restrictions” (see acts [87 t-5.) 
Snould «a part comply and purt refuse to 
tuke this oath, onty those wio obey the 
members of the body. nor are we 
without preeedents; similar oath was ree 
quired of the members of the “restrieted 
Convention’ of the same question Was 
raised, and efter debate all toe 
ook the oath aod observed the restrictions, 
time of high part’ exe te- 
ment. In that discussion the distinguls!ied 
Judge Gaston used the following language: 
‘The State Legislature had indeed no au- 
thority to impose an oath upon the mem- 
Lers of the Convention, but the people had 
ratified the aet ef the Legistature by 
ina delegates unéer it. if We transcend the 
limits or refuse obdedience to the condi- 
tions therein preseribed we are not the 
Convention called by the people, but a sell 
constituted body: these views Were con- 
in by Mneou, Ndwards, Morehend, 
amdothbers, We will dismiss the subject, 
however, by calling attention to the able 
work of Judge Jamieson on “Coustitutton- 
al Conventions,” where, by argument avd 
the cases cited by him in relation to this 
maiter, be demonstrated that Coventions 
are bound to obey the restrictions imposed 
by the Legislature in the Act ealling the 
Convention, 


AID FROM REPURLICANS, 

Tn our last election it was gratifying to

The Canadian Premier in England— 
the American Rifle Team at Wim- 
biedon=the Passage of the British 
Troops Through Burmah. 
Lonpon, July 14.—Mr. Mckenzie,

Thetelegraph reports that the tents 
for the American team were pitched 
at Wimbledon yesterday. 

Further communication has been 
made to the King of Burmah regard- 
ing the passage of the British troops 
through his country, and it is hoped 
that the King will yield. 


French Affairs—Unexpected Avownl 
eft Rehier. 

Paris, July 14.—Assembly de. 
clared election of Burgoing null and 
void by a vote of 330 to3l0. Mr, 
Duvall Bonarpartist interpreted gov- 
ernment as to the line of conduct it 
intended to pursue towards the Im- 
perialists. Buftell replied that the 
(iovernment regarded it the duty to 
insure respect to the Constitution. It 
would tolerate no factious initrigue 
from any quarter nor take the 
initiative in legal prosecution, but 
would refer unlawful acts to tribunals. 
The declaration pawduced great ex- 
citement. Rohier introduced a pro- 
position for a new election in Nievre, 
notwithstanding the law forbidding 
supplemental election to the present 
assembly.
